Construction contracts signed 
for Regional Health Center 


Paul L. Downey, president of the 
Choate Memorial Hospital of Woburn 
and representatives of the James J 
Welch Co. Inc., of Salem signed a con- 
tract Tuesday afternoon for the con- 
struction of the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington. The contract is 
for $2,009,500. 

Construction of the facility, to be 
located off Salem Street, Wilmington 
will probably start within five days. 
Completion is expected in eleven 
months. 


Ray McNamara, president of the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, and a director of the 
Chamber of Commerce had expressed 
himself very pleased at the price 
offered by the Salem firm. Another 
person equally pleased is Connie 
Sprawer, Vice President for Am- 
bulatory Services at Choate Hospital, 
and Director of the Health Center. 

The building was designed by 
Payette & Associates, Architects, of 
Boston. 


It will be a one story building of con- 
temporary design. The exterior is to 
be finished in red cedar shingles, 
which will be allowed-to weather to a 
grey finish. Vance Hosford, of 
Payette, describes the building as be- 
ing “open handed,” where ‘form 
allows function."’ 

There is to be a lobby in the center, 
through which people who are not 
emergency cases will enter the 
building. Different service areas will 
extend from the center, such as a 
walk-in unit, or a care unit of doctors 
offices, examining rooms and 
diagnostic units. There will be 
laboratories and x-ray facilities% 

All windows of the lobby will extend 
above the roofline of the building, so 
as to provide clear light in the lobby, 
which is to serve as a common 
waiting room for all the services 
offered in the building. Examining 
rooms and supporting staff will be 
common, for all doctors, and there 
will be a common records system, 


allowing each of the doctors to know 
the complete medical record of each 
patient 

The Regional Health Center move- 
ment was started about ten years ago 
as a committee sponsored by the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce. 
The plans were to erect a Wilmington 
Regional Hospital 

In recent years it became a part of 
the Choate Memorial Hospital in 
Woburn, and that hospital has 
purchased thirty-six acres of land, 
part of the grounds for the old 
Harnden Tavern, grounds which go 
back to the old Land of Nod in Colonial 
days. It is on those grounds that the 
Health Center will be erected. 

The Clerk of the Works is to be John 
Daniels, of Braintree. 

Connie Sprauer, Director, told the 
Town Crier that the Health Center 
will provide, for the people of 
Wilmington and surrounding com- 
munities ‘‘High quality health care at 
reasonable costs." 


Architect's model of the Regional Health Center 
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Harnden Rock massacre site 


Harnden Rock is a massive piece of 
giacial granite, off Marcia Road in 
North Wilmington. It is so named 
because the surviving children of the 
Jobm Harnden family fled to that rock, 
and hid behind it, when their mother 
and brothers and sisters were 
massacered by Indians, on the night of 
July 6, 1706. 

In a sense it is a place for 
pilgrimage to anyone in the United 
States who is a member of the 
Harnden family 

‘There were two visitors to the rock, 
over the weekend of August 13-14 
Mrs. James Stewart of Reading and 
Clifton P. Harnden of Torrance, 
California, both are descended from 
the Lieutenant Benjamin Harnden 
whe served in the forces from 


Wilmington during the Revolution. 


They proved to be quite 
kmowledgeable about the Harnden 
family. Clifton knew of the capture of 
Jefferson Davis by Wilmington's 
Henry Harnden, at the close of the 
Civil War, and disclosed that a grand- 

of Henry is now living in eastern 
Massachusetts. 


More than that, he had information 
about the first Harnden to live in 
Wilmington - the grandfather of the 
children who died in that massacre. 

Richard Harnden, the original 
settler, moved into Wilmington in 1665 
according to two Wilmington 
historians in 1930. Harry Deming and 
Carolyn Swain, who prepared an 
historical booklet at that time dated 
Richard Harnden as ‘‘about"’ 1665, the 
same dates they assigned to William 
Butter and Abram Jaquith. 

Since then the Town Crier has 
assigned the date as being 1667, for 
several reasons, for Richard 
Harnden. 

The story that Clifton had to tell 
was interesting. 

Richard Harnden, he says, was born 
Richard Harding, in Weymouth, 
Mass. in 1623. He was thus 44 years 
old when he settled in Wilmington 
with his wife Mary in 1667. Clifton 
says that Richard Harding, changed 
to Richard Harden, was the first to be 
so named, and that makes the name 
Harnden a Wilmington name. 

The settlers in Weymouth in 1623 
were later than the Pilgrims, but 


earlier than the Puritans who settled 
in Charlestown or Boston. They were, 
according to Clifton, of Puritan stock. 

Richard Harding, the father of the 
man who became Richard Harnden 
was the son of William Harding of 
England. Richard was born in 1587, 
and he lived until he was 80 years old, 
when he died in Braintree in 1667. His 
second wife, not the mother of 
Richard Harnden, was possible a 
member of the historic Adams family 
of Braintree, for her name was 
Elizabeth Adams. 

Richard Harding, father of Richard 
Harnden, had a sister named Mary 
and a brother named Stephen 
Richard seems not to have been the 
oldest of the family. Mary Harnden 
may have become the wife of Capt. 
Georges, noted early New England 
sailor and explorer 

According to Clifton Harnden, 
Stephen was the progenitor of a man 
named Warren, who became Warren 
G. Harding, president of the United 
States in 1920. Cliften has a book en- 
titled ‘Books of the Presidents” 
which lists the genealogy of Warren 
right back to Stephen

Ask the umpire 


What it takes to 
become an umpire

‘Sports Editor's Note: 

What does it take to become a high 
school umpire? Magee answers that 
question in this week's Ask the Um- 
pire. The final Ask the Umpire is 
slated for August 30 - so you have just 
two more weeks to ask your questions 
concerning the often misunderstood 
finer points in the baseball rulebook. 
Hf you have any questions that you 
would like to ask the Crier's resident 
umpire - please mail them to Rick 
Cooke, Town Crier Sports Depart- 
ment; 364 Middlesex Ave. 

Very few people have ever attended 
a ball game without wondering at one 
time or another how in the world that 
man ever became an umpire. Let's 
discuss umpires’ qualifications and 
how to become an umpire. 

‘Any umpire working a local high 
school league game and wearing the 
round r/w/b patch on his shirt or 
jacket is a member of the Greater 
Lowell Baseball Umpire Association 
(G.L.B.U.A.). To become a member 
of the recognized board of umpires, a 
candidate must pass an examination 
by receiving a minimum grade of 
86%. A clinic of four weeks duration 
is sponsored by the board to prepare 
the candidates for the exam. Having 
successfully passed the examination 
the new member is placed on 
probationary status where his name i 
listed in a publication that us used by 
the commissioners in the various 
leagues. 

He is now eligible to work ball 
games on a sub-varsity level. Each 
September that probationary or sub- 
varsity member submits a list of the 
ball games he has worked with his 
partners to the executive board of 
G.L.B.U.A. | The board evaluates his 
performance and if deserved, he is 
removed from the sub-varsity level 
and is then listed with the regular 
members and allowed to accept varsi- 
ty level assignments. 

A regular member's obligations are 


to’ attend four pre-season and early 
season regular board meetings and 
maintain his annual dues. The 
meetings are conducted by the inter- 
preter of the board to define new rule 
changes, clarify rule interpretations, 
establish uniform field techniques, 
and discuss proper equipment. 

No regular member is permitted to 
work with a sub-varsity member in a 
regular scheduled varsity ball game. 
No board member is permitted to 
work a high school game with a non- 
board umpire. In either situation the 
member can be brought before the ex- 
ecutive board for disciplinary action. 

‘The board in this manner, hopefully, 
protects the quality of umpiring 
provided to the various leagues. This 
method also provides a vehicle for 
new umpires to work some level of 
baseball. 

Most high school leagues use a com- 
missioner whose job it is to assign 
umpires for all league games. The 
commissioner will contact the um- 
pires and assign games to the 
qualified board members. Some 
leagues have a system where the 
coaches can rate the umpires. The 
umpire works for the league and is 
paid by the home team. Most summer 
leagues work: similarly with 
assignments made by a commissioner 
or supervisor of officials. 

‘The dedicated, experienced umpire 
who has been umpiring a number of 
years has probably averaged 60-80 ball 
games per year, works in four to five 
different high school leagues, and 
three or four summer leagues. 

The next time that you wonder out 
loud about an umpire's decision - 
remember that it takes hard work just 
to become a member of an Umpires’ 
Association. Once you achieve 
thembership - it is important that you 
show steady improvement. It is an in- 
teresting and rewarding profession 
where hard work, consistency, and 
concentration are musts.
